© Chronic Fatigue Syndrome is diagnosed and dis- 
tinguished from other conditions presenting a similar 
clinical appearance by assessing the 2 -5 A 
oligonucleotide levels in the patient's circulating pe- 
ripheral leucocytes and comparing the result ob- 
tained to that of healthy individuals. Double-stranded 
RNAs. notably mismatched dsRNAs, when admin- 
istered in appropriate amounts, increase the 2 -5 A 
in patients with Chronic Fatigue Syndrome to normal 
levels and improve the clinical symptoms. 
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
